The proposed change provides that 
I in the event "a short" defaults in his 
i deliveries the board shall appoint a 
I committee of three to determine at 
what price he must settle with the 
| buyer. 
It also provides that a de- 
| faultier can be penalized not less than 
' 5 nor more than IO per cent for dam­ 
ages to the purchaser. 
Under the present rules the purchas­ 
er who has cornered th*1 market can 
force a defaulter to settle at an arbi­ 
trary price.
